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Fishing pier proposed by developers 


Resort’s revised marina plans go back to state agency

BOYNE CITY - One 
Water Street developers 
have made changes in their 
proposed marina plan in an 
attempt to garner a permit to 
build the structure, follow- 
ing denial by the state of an 
earlier plan. 

The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Environmental 
Quality denied a marina per- 
mit on July 5, citing overall 


size, insufficient room for 
ingress and egress of boats 
and adverse impacts on the 
public trust. 

Developers Greg Krueger 
and Jerry Rutter reduced the 
overall usable length of the 
dock from 407 feet to 262 
feet, a 35.5 percent decrease 
in size, they told the MDEQ. 
The 100-foot slips and 240- 
feet of broadside dockage 
were eliminated.. 

The break wall on the pro- 
posed marina’s southern 


side was opened up from 15- 
feet off the city’s riparian 
line to a minimum of 20- 
feet, allowing ingress and 
egress without intrusion into 
the riparian area, Krueger 
said. ~ ; 

The MDEQ and the 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources said ad- 
verse impacts on the public 
trust included the public’s 
right to navigate and to fish 
on Lake Charlevoix. The 
marina’s previous design 


hindered these activities for 
the public. 

The earlier plan had some 
of the resort’s boats travers-. 
ing into the city’s riparian 
area. Although the city com- 
missions had approved this, 
the state did not. The 
MDEQ has yet to rule on the 
changes made to the design. 

In an attempt to appease 
the MDEQ in its determina- 
tion that the marina project 
would have violated. the 
public trust, the developers 


have offered to fund and 
construct a public fishing 
pier along the north end of 
the property, adjacent to city 
property. It would be part of 
a section of land that will be 
deeded to the city for a park. 
The fishing pier would be 
eight feet wide and 120 feet 
in length and would run 
along the shoreline. 

One Water Street devel- 
oper, Greg Krueger, an- 
nounced his fishing pier 
idea at an Aug. 28 city com-

mission meeting. 


“We're asking you to give — 


approval to the fishing pier 
so we can move forward,” 
Krueger told commission- 
ers. 
Commissioner Chuck 
Vondra raised the connec- 
tion between the fishing pier 

and the marina permit. 
“This is attached to the 
marina right? If the marina 
gets shot down this fishing 
dock isn’t going in, right?”

Humane Society wants county 
to ‘show them the money’

CHARLEVOIX 
COUNTY - The Charlevoix 
County Humane Society has 


carried the county shelter | 


financially for years and can 
no longer do so. 

' That was the message 
from Executive Director, 
Jodie Adams, who met with 
Charlevoix county commis- 
sioners on Aug. 22, and pre- 
sented them with a report 
from the Humane Society. 
Adams said there is a need 
for the county shelter to be 
better funded. 

“The county would spend 
approximately $85,000 a 
year on staffing if it handled 
the shelter,” Adams said. 

“Over the years the staff, 
board and volunteers of 
CCHS have brought the 
Humane Society operations 
up to the high standard we 
now proudly display. The 
animals here receive top- 

notch care.and the facility is 
kept in excellent condition 
by staff,” she said. 

But, the Humane Society 


Executive Director of the Charlevoix County Humane Society, Jodie Adams, 


presented the financial needs of the Humane Society and the county shel- 


ter to the county board of commissioners on Aug. 22. Commissioner Ron 


Reinhardt listens to the presentation. 


is sorely under-funded for 
the role it serves for county 
animal control services (the 
shelter). In 2006, total ex- 
penses were $141,502. The 
annual county grant was the 


~ usual amount of $20,000. 


In 2006, the Humane So- 
ciety handled 756 animals, 


352 dogs, 395 cats and nine 
wild animals, Adams said. 
Of these numbers, 19 per- 
cent were claimed by their 
owners, 30 percent were 
adopted and 46 percent were 
euthanized. 

“These numbers, though 
perhaps not large for a hu- 


man population the size of 
Charlevoix county are in- 
dicative of a problem na- 
tionwide of ‘disposable’ ani- 
mals,” she said. 

“Humane Societies need 
to spend resources toward 
education, gratis spay and

Tourism bill introduced 


State Sen. Jason Allen 
(R-Traverse City) intro- 
duced legislation on Aug. 
22, to fund the state’s 
Pure Michigan ad cam- 
paign at levels competi- 
tive with other tourism 
states. 

A written statement 
from Alien’s office says 
that Senate Bill 690 
would boost the Pure 
Michigan ad campaign to 
$30 million annually 
from its current level of 
$5.7 million, without a 
tax or fee increase of any 
kind. 

“Tourism is already 
one of Michigan’s most 
important industries, yet 
we can improve our pub- 


lic policies to help the in- 


dustry generate even 
more employment and 
economic benefits,” 


Allen said. 

Leaders of Michigan’s 
tourism industry wel- 
comed the bill, the state- 
ment said. 

“We know that every 
$1 invested in tourism 
promotion generates $2 
to $3 in new sales tax rev- 
enues for the state within 
amatter of months,” said 
Dan Musser IIL, president 
of the Grand Hotel on 
Mackinac Island. Musser 


is serving as one of three 


cochairs of Tourism Im- 
proving Michigan’s 
Economy (TIME), a coa- 
lition of tourism and other 


businesses and organiza-' 


tions that back the legis- 
lation. 
Other TIME members 
include the Michigan Ho- 
tel, Motel & Resort Asso- 
ciation, the Michigan 


Chamber of Commerce, 
Michigan Restaurant As- 
sociation, the Michigan 
Association of Conven- 
tion & Visitor Bureaus, 
the Traverse City Conven- 
tion & Visitors Bureau, 
and other groups. 

TIME co-chair 
Stephen Kircher, presi- 
dent of eastern operations 
for Boyne USA Resorts, 
said Michigan’s current 
budget for Pure Michigan 
ads in other states is not 
competitive. 

“Michigan is a spec- 
tacular four-season tour- 
ist destination, yet our 
tourism promotion bud- 


_getranks near the bottom 


among the 50 states,” 
Kircher said. “We are 
leaving year-round tour- 
ism jobs and sales tax rev- 
enues on the table for 


other states to gobble up.” 

Other states in the re- 
gion that spend far more 
include Illinois at $48 
million, Pennsylvania at 
$64 million, Virginia at 
$21 million and Wiscon- 
sin at $15 million, Allen’s 
statement said. 

In 2005, Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm and the Legis- 
lature approved a one- 
time increase of $15 mil- 
lion in the Travel Michi- 
gan budget to be spent 
over two years. The one- 
time appropriation ex- 
pites at the end of 2007. 

Under SB 690, $30 
million in revenues gen- 
erated by the state’s six 
percent sales tax would 
be earmarked annually to 


fund Travel Michigan ads 


in other states, according 
to Allen’s statement.

Festival at Boyne Mountain

BOYNE FALLS — 
When the David 
Grisman Quintet took 
the stage at Boyne 
Mountain on Saturday, 
it was to present a two- 
hour jaw dropping set of 
jazz infused tunes that 
spanned his recording 
career from the early 
1960s to the present. He 
traded maniacal call- 
and-response riffs with 
flutist phenom, Matt 
Eakle, whose smile dis- 
appeared only long 
enough to accomplish 
the task at hand. 
Grisman’s fingers fly 
and the result is nothing 
short of breathtaking. 
By the time one amaz- 
ing lick has registered 
with the listener, the

For 
over 40 years he has 
been a seminal force in

Stephane Grappelli, 
James Taylor, Earl 
Scruggs, Emmylou Har- 


ris, Bela Fleck and Chris 
Isaak, to name but a few. 
His eclectic blend of 
swing, bluegrass, Latin, 
jazz and gypsy styles 
was dubbed “dawg mu- 
sic” by long-time friend 
and collaborator, Jerry 
Garcia. An innovator in 
the “newgrass” move- 
ment, he is a living leg- 
end and a musician’s 
musician. 

Grisman and his band 
headlined the Second 
Annual Bluegrass Festi- 
val at Boyne Mountain. 
They were preceded on 
stage by five bluegrass 
acts, all of whom have 
attained recognition as 
premier examples of the 
genre.

Who’s on first 

If the country’s states keep going as they are in the quest to 
hold a presidential primary or caucus earlier than other states, 
eventually we may. choose our candidate for the next election - 
during the first year of a new president’s term. 

A bill introduced in the state Legislature by Sen. Michelle 
‘McManus on June 27 hit the ground running and with lighten- 
ing speed became law, Public Act 52 of 2007, on Sept. 3, with 
the signature of Gov. Jennifer Granholm. The House of 
Representatives and the Senate voted 67-34 and 36-0, respec- 
tively, on the bill that moves Michigan’s presidential primary 
to Jan. 15. Apparently, with the right issue the political 
bickering can be put aside and bipartisan cooperation estab- 
lished. 

The StarTribune of Minneapolis-St. Paul Minnesota reported 
on Sept. 4 that the move makes Michigan among at least seven 
states signaling their intention to flout party rules by schedul- 
ing primaries or caucuses before Feb. 5, lowa and New 
Hampshire, long notable for holding the earliest elections, may 
reschedule their contests even earlier than anticipated, perhaps 
in the first week in January 2008 or even December 2007. 

What’s at stake here? Why the rush? 

Does Michigan have a penchant for greeting the candidates 
fresh-faced and energized before months on the campaign trail 
wears on them? Or is it a desire to be first or at least among 
the first of the states to grab the television lights? 

Gov. Granholm says the earlier date will put greater empha- 
sis on issues affecting Michigan, such as manufacturing, 
health care and alternative fuels. 

The new law does increase the influence of Michigan voters 
on the national nominating process. By holding both the 
Republican and the Democratic primaries on Jan. 15, Michigan 
would have a greater presence during the 2008 national 
primary season and would garner more attention from candi- 
dates, according to the Senate Fiscal Analysis. 

_ In addition, an early primary will pump millions of dollars 
into the state’s economy in television and radio ads, debates 
and visits from candidates and staff. 

Under this new law voters must choose a Democratic or 
Republican ballot. Some people feel that voters should not 
have to declare a party affiliation in order to vote in a presi- 
dential primary election. 

At any rate, both Democratic and Republican party leaders 
are urging their candidates not to campaign in states that hold 
early nominating contests in violation of party rules. Some- 
how, this probably won’t hold up. It will take only one candi- 
date to break and all of the candidates (how many are there 
now?) will clamor to campaign in Michigan. 

One thing is certain, hang onto your hats, it’s going to be a 
wild ride. ;

public, and now it appears they 
are about to lend support for 
Krueger’s marina proposal in ex- 
change for a fishing dock. 

The city commission should 
incorporate a public fishing dock 
in their municipal marina plans 
rather than again bargaining away 
the protection of our citizens from 
a development that violates the 
ordinances.

Parents need to stop whining 
about their children’s lack of playing time 


To the Editor: 

Freedom of speech is for the 
most part a good thing. On the 
flip side, the letter submitted by 
Tim Kenney was-so typical of the 
growing number of liberal “feel- 
gooders” in our society that it 
makes a mockery of itself with- 
out the need for a rebuttal. 

Nevertheless, I have decided to 
respond. We-don’t live in a per- 
fect world Tim. Never have. 
Never will. There will always be 
injustices everywhere you look - 
the schools, the workplaces, gov- 
emment, etc. etc., but I’m a be- 
liever that for the most part you 
get out of something what you put 
into it. This is particularly true 
with athletic competition.

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nor should it. This type of 
mindset is one of the reasons that 
our public school system and so- 
ciety have spiraled downward 
over the past 40 years. Discipline 
and responsibility have gone out 
the window, and few are held ac- 
countable for their actions or the 
choices they make. The “entitle- 
ment” philosophy has set in and 
now we have a generation or two 
of kids who feel that everything 
should be handed to them with- 
out having to work for it or earn 
it. 

Is there on occasion favorit- 
ism? Sure there is, but overall 
there is no conspiracy or “corrup- 
tion” with regards to the playing 
time of participants in athletic 
programs. When my children 
would come home after a basket- 
ball, baseball, volleyball, or foot- 
ball game grumbling aboit play- 
ing time (though this isn’t often), 
I simply tell them the following:
